WASHINGTON (UPI) - Anthropologist Mary Leakey has 


reported finds of well preserved teeth and jaws in East Africa 
that reliably place early man as far back as 3.75 mi'lion years- 


Dr. Leakey said the specimens, from at least 11 individuals, 


appear to represent the genus Homo to which modern man 
belongs and not to the short ape-man Australopithecus that 
apparently lived in the same time period. 


The fossils are tne oldest firmly dated examples of members 


of the hominid family, which includes all manlike creatures. 


Dr Leakey said at a National Geographic Society news 


conference Thursday that her team of scientists will return to 
the site at Laetolil in Tanzania next summer to dig deeper into 
the volcanic ash bed that yielded the new man-like fossils. 


In addition, she said she expects to investigate geologically 


younger fossil beds nearby to look for tools that early man may 


have used. No t°ols were found in the deposits that yielded the 
3.35 million to 3.75 million year old remains. 


When Dr. Leaky and coworkers found the teeth and jaws, she 


said they did not realize the significance of the discovery 
because the precise age of the specimens was not known. The 
big break came only a 'ew weeks ago when Dr, Garniss Curtis' 
of the University of California at Berkeley determined their age 
with precise radioactive dating techiques. 


Until two or three years ago, the earliest evidence of man's 


ancestors was about 2 million years old. Similar remains found 
last year in nearby Ethiopia by other scientists have been 
estimated at three to four million years old, but they have not 
yet been dated in the laboratory. 


The new fossils include the jaw of a child estimated to be 


have been about 5 years old when he died. The teeth were so 
well preserved by the ash that rained down on the area from 
nearby volcanoes that a large canine tooth remains where it was 
about to push out milk teeth in the child's jaw.

and his family Thursday at O'Hare International Airport 
where they began their one-day visit.

The city's seven Jewish aldermen boycotted the 
event. 
Ford Asks $4.6 Billion 


WASHINGTON — President Ford has asked Congress for 


$4.6 bill'on in foreign aid, including record amounts for 
Israel and Egypt. 


Ford sent a message to Congress Thursday seeking $2.8 


billion in military aid and $1.8 billion in economic aid. He 
earmarked three-fourths of it for the Middle East, including 
a record $2.2 billion for Israel and $750 million for Egypt. 


Ford said the Mideast a'd "will contribute to the con- 


fidence that Middle East nations must have in the United 
States if we are to maintain our momentum toward peace." 
Franco Rule Nears End 


MADRID, Spain — Prince Juan Carlos of Borbon met 


with the cabinet today, marking what is widely believed 
to be the end of dictatorial rule by the gravely ill 
Generalissimo Franciso Franco. 


The prince, delegated Franco's powers Thursday, 


chaired the 10:30 a.m. meeting of the 20-member min- 
isters' council at his Zarzuela Palace residence that was 
called to deal with a backlog of problems that piled up 
during Franco's illness. 


High on the agenda was Spain's conflict with Morocco 


over the disputed Spanish Sahara, government sources 
said. 


Civil War Feared 


LISBON, Portugal — The sealing of Portugal's main 


arsenal and stepped up military maneuvers have renewed 
fears of a possible civil war. 


Rebellious left-wing soldiers assigned to the country's 


main arsenal outside Lisbon Thursday sealed off the 
installation. 


The soldiers said they took the action to protest the Purge 


of radical enlisted men through early discharges and 
compulsory furloughs. 


They said they would keep the gates closed and not issue 


ammunition or weapons until the government reversed the 
trend. 


Cease-Fire Enforced 


BEIRUT, Lebanon — Security forces supported by 


armored cars moved into the battle-scarred seaside hotel 
district of Beirut today, enforcing a cease-fire that has 
given a brief respite to seven weeks of civil war. 


The troops took over Beirut's leading hotels — the 


Holiday Inn and the Phoenicia and St. Georges hotels — 
strongholds of Christian militia fighting Moslem forces. 


The vicious street battles killed at least 350 this week 


and total casualties since fighting flared in mid-Septem- 
ber number about 1,000 dead and 2,400 wounded.

cemetery. 


They call her Midnight Mary. And on this Halloween night 


it is thought she may join the other spirits for a stroll amid 
the shadows of the century-old oaks and maples.

The stone from which the ta'es say she rises stands near the 


gothic-spiked black iron gate which clangs shut at sunset after 
the chapel bell has tolled 10 times. 


Among the tales which have grown about the Evergreen 


Cemetery in the 103 years since Midnight Mary was laid to rest, 
one tells of a horse and wagon driven by the cemetery in the 
gloom of night, sinking into the earth to disappear forever. 


Another recalls a young man who stood midnight vigil by the 


tomb. His body, the tale goes, was found the next day rigid 
in fear — his clothes snagged in bushes. 


But the most ghostly legend of all tells of the death of Mary 


herself. The story goes that she fell unconscious, victim of a 
rare disease that left its victims in a death-like state of 
suspended animation. 


She was buried on that October day, but she revived in her 


coffin. 


Her aunt, who lived across the street from the cemetery, 


awoke during the night in horror. She saw a vision of her niece 
clawing at the lid of her coffin. 


The coffin was opened the next day and Mary was dead, but 


the grotesque and cramped body gave the appearance of 
agonizing struggle.

lottery operations in the state to benefit those in its adminis- 
tration." 


The newspaper reported the probers indicated "no obvious 


criminality," but described the operations as im "nmuti'imsh 
attempt to make the lottery appear to he something it is not 
— a fully successful, muneymaking venture."

Battle is On 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 


House Democrats said today 
they may send President Ford 
a bill containing two plans — 
his plan to help New York City 
after default and their own 
plan to avert default — and let 
him choose which to carry out. 


But in the Senate, Demo- 


crats don't want to give Ford 
a choice. The Democratic ma- 
jority on the Senate Banking 
Committee sent to the floor 
Thursday a bill providing $4 
billion in federal loan guaran- 
tees— the type of bill Ford 
said he will veto. One Re- 
publican, Robert Packwood of 
Oregon, voted for it, too. 


"There ain't going to be no 


loan guarantee," said Sen. 
John G. Tower, the panel's 
senior Republican. "It's 
d°omed." He said Ford will 
not be dissuaded from using 
the veto even if the bill gets by 
a filibuster which threatens to 
be sticky. 


A different tack is being 


taken in the House. The 
strategy there is to pass a 
single bill authorizing a $7 
billion loan guarantee —and 
also altering the bankruptcy 
laws in the way Ford has ad- 
vocated. Ford could follow 
either course — but the onus 
would be on him if there were 
no loan guarantee, New York 
defaulted and the national 
consequences were adverse. 


Default — the city's inabili- 


ty to pay a creditor — is 
expected to occur by mid-No- 
vember, when a new round of 
debt becomes due. The city 
owes $12.3 billion and has not 
been able to borrow money to 


repay old debts for some time. 


Ford wants to do nothing to 


avert default, but to put the 
city's financial control in the 
hands of the U.S. District 
Court in New York City if 
default occurs. 


Ford, raising funds for the 


GOP in California Thursday, 
said the "best way" to help 
New York is "to put pressure 
on the city to do things that 
have to be done and to in- 
dicate that if they don't act 
there is a way to maintain 
essential services after de- 
fault." 


If the House strategy Pre- 


vails in Congress, Ford would 
have to sign the bill author- 
izing the loan guarantee in 
order to get the approach he 
seeks- Then, if the adminis- 
tration refused to put a loan 
guarantee into effect, the eco- 
nomic consequences of default 
in New York City would be 
solely on the White House. 


As drafted by subcommittee 


chairman Thomas Ludlow 
Ashley, D-Ohio, and subject to 
change, the House bill creates 
a board of the secretaries of the 
treasury, housing and health, 
education and welfare depart- 
ments, and the chairmen of 
the Federal Reserve and the 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission. That board, by ma- 
jority vote, could decide 
whether and under what con- 
ditions to authorize federal 
guarantees for short-term 
loans of $2 Qillion and up to $5 
billion in long-term 
loans 


which would not expire until 
1999. 


Carey Advises 
Mass Protests 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Gov. Hugh Carey wants New York 


City residents to stage mass protest rallies against "a kick in 
the groin" — his term for President Ford's promise to veto any 
federal help for the city. 


Carey said Ford's decision has assured bankruptcy for New 


York, but city officials still worked on a last-hope plan to 
borrow $4 billion by using city workers' pension funds as 
collateral. 


Mayor Abraham B^ame said chances for success of the 


borrowing scheme were slim, and a spokesman said there was 
some question whether it would be legal, due to restrictions on 
the use of pension funds. 


At a news conference Thursday, Carey said, "We're going to 


take a day and turn out for New York City in Times Square 
or Central Park and sound off on behalf of a great city. 


"It's going to be 'Operation Comeback' and 'Operation New 


York is Alive and Kicking.' That's the way New York normally 
responds when we get a kick in the groin," 


On Ford's plan to change federal bankruptcy laws to smooth 


the city's progress toward default, Carey said: "The words of 
the bill are the words of Archie Bunker; the music is the music 
of Herbert Hoover," 


"If we had any chance to get back to the bond markets, 


President Ford killed that chance," he said. 


Beame said Thursday night, "At this stage, we don't see 


anything beyond the possible — but slim — chance of using 
the pension funds."

CAMP PENDLETON, 


Calif. (UPI) — Marines struck 
the last tents today and shut 
down this once bustling re- 
fugee camp through which 
50,418 homeless southeast 
Asians had passed since the 
fall of south Vietnam six 
months ago. 


The final few families were 


shuttled out on buses Thurs- 
day evening for new homes in 
the Los Angeles area and what 
had once been a noisy city of 
18,500 population at its peak 
was deserted. 


In the last two weeks, the 


problem was not relocating the 
refugees, but persuading them 
to leave. 


Nick Thorne, the state de- 


partment 
official who was 


chief civilian coordinator at 
Pendleton, said that as recent- 
ly as 10 days ago 550 of the 


refugees would go hide in the 
hills rather than face the un- 
certainty of life in a strange 
country. 


All but 16 were finally per- 


suaded to depart, and those 
three families were flown to 
Fort Chaffee, Ark., for final 
disposition of their cases. 


Out of the more than 50,000 


who were processed, a total of 
597 chose to return to their 
homeland. One of the few 
crises at Pendleton came when 
27 South Vietnamese de- 
manded to be put on a plane 
to Guam to catch a boat to 
Saigon. 


They threatened that if they 


were not returned, one of them 
would burn himself to death in 
front of the officer's club. Au- 
thorities qujckly gave in. 


During the refugees' stay 


here 165 babies' were born. 
There were eight deaths — 
seven of natural causes, in- 
cluding a 109-year-old woman, 
and a Cambodian who com- 
mitted suicide. 


They scattered under Spon- 


sorship to new homes and jobs 
.around the country, although 
about 19,000 chose to stay in 
California. 


The program at Pendleton 


alone, funded by the federal 
government, cost $17 million. 
At one time there were 1,00" 
Marines just feeding the Viet- 
namese and another 700-800 
providing other services. 


At one time, 500 teachers 


were coming in from the San 
Diego school system to teach 
classes in basic English and 
citizenship. There were movies 
every night and entertainers 


including Pat Boone, Rose- 
mar.' Clooney andjhe Barnum 
and Bailey circus came to 
Pendleton to help relieve the 
tedium. 


Thorne said there was con- 


siderable worry about some of 
the refugees' reluctance at de- 
parture time. 


''Some of them had been 


here as long as four months," 
he said. "They were like pa- 
tients who have had a iong 
stay in' a hospital and are 
afraid t° leave the security. 


"Some of them were ap- 


prehens've that life in this 
country would be so strange. 
Others were afraid they would 
not be able to cope — to find 
jobs and homes. Others had a 
misunderstanding that they 
had to do exactly what their 
sponsors told them."

Harry Antel said. 


Watkins, threatening police 


with a .357 Magnum revolver 
and the fake box of dynamite, 
demanded $50,000 ransom- a 
van to get him out of the area 
and a plane to fly him out of 
the country. The only demand 
met was the van, which re- 
mained parked outside the 
bank's front doors throughout 
the ordeal. 


Federal Judge William K. 


Thomas, who had sentenced 
Watkins to 45 years in prison 
10 years ago for robbing eight 
Ohio banks, talked to the sus- 
pect shortly before he surren-

he 


would help him seek treatment 
at a hospital instead of him 
being sent to an infirmary at a 
federal prison.

' Halloween used to be a nice holiday. 


A little scary, perhaps, with jack-'o-lanterns grin- 


ning malevolently, witches and goblins on the 
prowl, and half-remembered tales of headless 
horsemen, but still a time for innocent pranks and 
harmless fun. 


Now instead of innocence, there are yearly reports 


of vandalism and poisoned candy. 


Turning over a few garbage cans because the 


treats aren't up to standard or soaping some 
windows to avenge real or imagined past wrongs are 
pranks. Property destruction is vandalism, and it 
has struck with increasing severity in many of this 
county's communities. A particularly ugly tradition 
has grown in Napanoch, where the laying on of 
increased police protection for Halloween has be- 
come one of the year's most important civic duties. 


Halloween vandalism is mainly committed by 


kids, and kids are the responsibility of parents. 
Parents should disbelieve any child over the age of 
12 who claims he is going out trick-or-treating, and 
devising something more constructive for youths to 
do on Halloween than roaming the streets in packs 
shouldn't be all that difficult. 


As for poisoned candy, Ulster County has so far 


been spared the dark news of children poisoned with 
their own sweets, but geoography is no proof against 
sick minds. It should be a hard and fast rule that 
no Halloween treats are eaten until a parent looks 
them over, and a parent accompanying a band of 
trick-or-treaters could help avert tragedy. 


What used to be a time for fun now presents an 


opportunity for children to acquire police records, 
or get sick, or die. If anyone is to return the fun to 
Halloween, it must be parents.

WASHINGTON — The conscience-stricken ex-CIA analyst, 


Sam Adams, told Congress the truth about the false estimates 
spread by U.S. officials before the 1968 Tet offensive. 


His testimony has produced a controversy over juggled 


statistics. Other intelligence experts have called it all a 
numbers game." But the numbers, tragically, were flesh and 
blood. By official count, 920 Americans died in the Tet attack. 


Sam Adams' revelations have led the House Intelligence 


Committee to investigate the alleged role of Lt. Gen. Daniel 
Graham, director of the Defense Intelligence Agency, in 
distributing the phony figures. 


It's a story we happen to know something about. I en weeks 


before the Tet offensive, we learned about the secret dispute 
over intelligence estimates. We reported on Nov. 30,1967, that 
Maj. Gen. Joseph McChristian, the Army intelligence chief in 


Vietnam, had been transferred to Texas for reporting higher 
estimates than the Pentagon liked. 


"McChristian's estimates of communist infiltration and 


recruitment," we wrote, "were a constant source of annoyance 
to Secretary of Defense Robert McNamara, who thought they 
were higher than they ought to be 
... 


"Intelligence specialists, who worked with McChristian, have 


told this column that his estimates were conservative. He 
insisted upon hard information and would never resort to 
guesswork . . . There was subtle pressure on McChristian from 
the Pentagon to reduce his estimates, which he refused to do." 


The Tet explosion convinced us that the military brass had 


made a ghastly miscalculation. We flew to the battle scene to 
seek the evidence. In Vietnam, we obtained a confidential, pre- 
Tet report which badly underestimated communist strength. 
"It is now clear," we were able to write, "that our policy-makers

have been basing their war plans upon faulty intelligence,.» 


We quoted at length from the confidential report, which 


concluded: "We believe the tide has turned and the enemy 
strength is on the decline. There is evidence of faltering morale 
and discipline among the southern enemy - the true Viet 
Cong. There are fewer but significant signs that the northern 
invader is likewise weakening." 
. 


We were shown other corroborative documents in Vietnam, 


but nervous sources asked us not to quote them. Some of these 
have now been made available to us. 


They show how Washington not only suppressed 


McChristian's unwanted warnings but encouraged the baigon 
command to sell a rosy outlook to the press. Saigon came back 
in October, 1967, with plans for a massive press campaign to 
portray the enemy as faltering. 
,,,*,• 


"We will hold on-the-record briefings, 
cabled baigon, 


"whenever some point can be proved by captured documents 


concise, hard-hitting briefings designed to allay credibility 


problems." 


The Saigon authorities sought to prove that the enemy is 


fast losing control of the people for his side, his recruitment 
has dropped off sharply, he is having food shortages and he is 
having serious problems collecting VC taxes." 


The Saigon proposals went so far that Washington cautioned 


in a secret "joint State/Defense message" in November, 1967: 
"We are concerned lest our credibility be tarnished by 
overstatement of our case. While some pieces of the arguments 
can stand unchallenged, others are more vulnerable because of 
the fragmentary nature of the evidence." 


Still, Gen. William Westmoreland, the U.S. commander in 


Vietnam, sent the Pentagon a secret, year-end report promis- 
ing: Through careful exploitation of the enemy's vulnerabilities 
and application of our superior firepower and mobility, we 
should expect our gains of 1967 to be increased manyfold in 
1968." 
. 
• 


Exactly 29 days later, the communists, far from faltering, 


stunned Washington by attacking South Vietnam's main 
centers during the Tet holiday. McChristian had been right, 
his critics wrong. Their miscalculations were paid for with 
American blood. Yet he remained in Texas, and they continued 
to direct the war effort. 


Now Sam 
Adams, whose CIA intelligence confirmed 


McChristian's estimates, has reopened the episode. We can 
furnish the House Intelligence Committee with documents 
supporting Adams' testimony. We also suggest that the 
committee invite McChristian to testify. 


With the help of Saga magazine, we located the retired 


general who spoke out publicly for the first time. He told us 
how he organized military intelligence from the ground up, 
beginning in 1965. He wound up with the best intelligence, he 
said, "we ever had on the battlefield." 


An operation, code-named Cedar Falls, brought in key enemy 


documents and personnel throughout 1966-67. As early as the 
Spring of 1967, almost a year before the Tet invasion, U.S. 
military intelligence had sufficient data to predict the of- 
fensive, McChristian contended. 


He forwarded the information to the top command which 


took his information "very seriously," he related. But over his 
protests, he was transferred to Texas in June, 1967. 


The Tet offensive should not have been a surprise, he told 


us. "We had a very good picture of the enemy's strength and 
plans." 


Footnote: General Westmoreland, despite his misleading 


1967 year-end report, told us he agreed with McChristian. The 
Tet offensive, he said, was in no way a surprise. "We alm°st 
called the date," he said. He even tried t° intercept the 
attackers before they reached Saigon but couldn't because of 
the jungle expanse, he said. He is also eager, he said, to have 
the truth about Tet made public.

Wattacephobia in Yankeeland

QUINCY, Mass. - In Cath- 


olic white working-class neigh- 
borhoods of Greater Boston 
where Gov. George C. Wallace 
seeks votes from anti-busing 
fervor, he instead risks an ear- 
ly disaster in his quest for 
Democratic national conven- 
tion delegates. 


That surprising conclusion is 


drawn from our interviews, 
c o n d u c t e d with Patrick 
Cade'l's Cambridge Survey 
Research, in two lower m'ddle- 
income precincts of suburban 
Quiney. Although these pre- 
dominantly Democratic voters 
loathe racial school busing, 
that does not translate into 
support for Wallace here as in 
other Northern cities. Typical 
is one 24-yearoId auto me- 
chanic, who told us: "I don't 
like busing, but I don't like 
what Wallace says against 
blacks." 


This 
undercuts 
Wallace's 


tentative strategy: open his 
campaign next month with a 
Boston rally, skip the Feb. 24 
New Hampshire primary and 
instead go into the Massachu- 
setts primary a week later to 
ride the anti-busing wave in 
the only state carried by 
George McGovern. But our in- 
terviews suggest Wallace bears 
burdens in this state which 
afflict him nowhere else and 
might be relieved only by spec- 
tacularly successful campaign- 
ing.

Although Quiney has no bus- 
ing, the voters interviewed 
have absolute empathy for 


their bused neighbors in Bos- 
ton. Only two voters supported 
busing; 39 voters, exactly half, 
declared they would break the 
law to oppose busing; one out 
of three vowed opposition to 
any 
presidential 
candidate 


who supports busing. 


But these same voters give 


Wallace a favorable rating ol 
only 33 per cent — scarcely 
higher than the 26 per cent for 
federal Judge W. Arthur Gar- 
rity, Jr., father of Boston's 
busing. The voters interviewed 
approved President Ford by 75 
per cent, Sen. Henry M. Jack- 
son by 72 per cent and Sargent 
Shriver by 57 per cent. 


As an 
independent can- 


didate, Wallace runs as a poor 
third (with 9 votes in a Ford- 
Jackson race, 13 votes in a 
Ford-Shriver race). When op- 
posed to six liberal Democratic 
presidential candidates with 


pro-busing records (excluding 
anti-busing Jackson), Wallac6 


is favored by only 12 of 54 
registered Democrats — far 
below his needs in these pre- 
cincts. Finally, he is volun- 
teered as first choice for the 
Democratic 
nomination by 


just two voters. 


Precisely half the voters said 


they 
would 
not 
vote for 


Wallace under any conditions, 
but none cited his physical 
disability. Rather, these were 
the anti-Wallace complaints: 
"extreme," "radical," "ar- 
rogant," "blow-hard," "ig- 
norant," "bigoted." 


Rational 
explanations for 


being both anti-bus'ng and 
anti-Wallace were given by a 
very few voters, including a 
young electrician who told us: 
"I think he's a bit of a racist. 
I'm against busing, but I be- 
lieve in equal opportunity." 


However, many more voters 


here 
derive 
opposition 
to 


Wallace from xenophobia. 
"He's a redneck," a 24-year- 
old janitor told us. A 69-year- 
old widow objected to Wal'ace 
as a "true Southerner." In a 
decade of interviewing 
Northern whites about 
Wallace, this is the first anti- 
Southern hostility we have en- 
countered. Unlike their coun- 
terparts in Chicago or New 
York, Greater Boston's ethnic 
voters may still be fighting the 
civil war. 


Another sentiment we newly 


encountered was the feeling 
here that the political wizard 
of Montgomery is not quite 
bright. 
While 
commending 


Wallace as "a very courageous 
person," a plumber's wife told 
us he is "not smart enough to 
be President."

Learning Lessons of Humility 


Someone said, "We are born loving our parents, 


we grow up understanding them, we grow old 
forgiving them." I am an exception. I grow old 
appreciating how truly wise they were. 


Big John and Jenny had good instincts. They were 


strong teachers of the work ethic and humility. I 
didn't mind working hard for movie money, but the 
humility philosophy almost crushed me." 


There were three of us — two sons and a daughter 


— and we were told that if we died the earth would 
continue its sedate journey around the sun. Life 
would go on without us. We were grains of sand on 
an endless beach. 


I was writing professionally for 25 years when Dad 


told Mom (in my presence, of course) that there had 
never been a writer in any branch of our family. He 
thought I did it to avoid working. 


My mother knew 1 had completed a book called 


"The Day Lincoln Was Shot." The last chapter had 
gone to Harper & Row. "What do you think, son," 
she said, "If this one doesn't sell do you think you'll 
look for a job?" 


Our forebears were policemen, farmers and la- 


borers. Those occupations she looked upon as honest 
labor. Writers were effeminate dilettantes. Sissies 
who could spell. 


At a recent seminar in journalism I was asked why 


I v.-;fr a «to» hut once. Many writers type first, 
second n.'.d tun., drafts of books and stories. 


I know why I do it but once. It goes back to dusting 


furniture. On Saturday mornings, the Bishop kids 
had household chores before being allowed out to 
play. 


We could hear the kids screaming at street games. 


Sometimes, at work, we were close to tears. I drew 
the furniture polishing. First, dust it. Then get a 
clean cloth dampened with lemon oil. Polish it. Dry 
it. 


It wouldn't have been so bad except for the final 


inspection. Mom washed her hands, then walked 
around the furniture. She ran her finger under 
tables and mantels. If the finger had a speck of dust, 
she would say sadly, "All right. Begin at the 
beginning. Do it over." 


Sobbing availed us nothing, I had to start again 


with the dusting rag. Jenny taught us that it was 
much better, and easier, to do the job right the first 
time. 


I grew up refusing to commit a sentence to paper 


unless I could see it and hear it. In spite of this, my 
parents never risked spoiling me by saying that any 
work I did was good. 


I had children of my own. My hair began to whiten 


at the temples. I was growing old waiting for a kind 
word. The.v read my books and said nothing except, 
"It's kind of nice." 


Ironically, both of them lavished praise on grand- 


children who could utter two or more intelligible 
words. I began to believe the humility philosophy 
that, although I did my best, my best wasn t good 
enough. 


Then I wrote a book called "The Day Christ 


Died." It was dedicated to 


JENNY TIER BISHOP 


Who taught us to love HIM. 


Between the time I wrote those words and publica- 


tion of the book my mother lost her sight. With it 
went my last chance to win an "A" from Mom. And 
yet, something strange happened. 


When she heard that the book had been dedicated 


to her, she smiled through those sightless blue eyes 
and said, "John, I want you to read it to me." 


He did. Ten pages a night. It took a long time. 


I didn t ask either of them what they thought. When 
the book was slammed shut for the final time, I 
waited for a word. There was silence for a week. 


Then, one evening when I kissed my mother hello, 


she took me in her arms and wept. "You're my good 
boy," she said. "My truly good boy." 


My father waited until we were alone. We were 


playing pinochle. My mother had retired. "About 
that book," he said carefully. "As you know, 1 read 
it aioud to your mother. 


"Know what I think? 1 think you've written a 


masterpiece. But don't take my word for it. I'm so 
old I'm soft in the head."

— One buyer wants to use a 
parking meter to charge his 
teen-agers overtime money if 
they stay in the bathroom 
more than 15 minutes.

800 surplus parking meters for 
sale this week, clerks have had 
their hands full taking orders.

Shrub May Be 
A Cancer Cure 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A new, potentially 


potent anticancer drug derived from an African 
shrub soon will be tested at the National Cancer 
Institute in humans suffering from advanced 
forms of the disease. 


The naturally occurring compound, called 


maytansine, has been effective in animal tests 
against leukemia, cancer ot the bone marrow 
and some types of solid tumors. 


Dr. Richard Adamson, chief of the NCI 


Laboratory of Chemical Pharmacology, said in 
an interview Tuesday the Food and Drug 
Administration has cleared the drug for clinical 
trials and he said internal NCI approval is 
expected shortly. 


He said some NCI patients whose cancers 


have not responded to usual forms of treatment 
should start receiving maytansine within a 
week or two. 


"We're fairly excited about it," Adamson 


said. "We think it's a good agent. We anticipate 
that it will be very good in the clinic." 


Maytansine is very toxic in large doses, but 


Adamson said small doses have been effective 
in inhibiting tumor growth in rats. 1'he com- 
pound is 10 times more potent in rat tests than 
two proven anticancer drugs, vincnstine and 
vinblastine, which also are derived from plants. 


Adamson said maytansine has much less 


neurological toxicity than vincristine, which is 
widely used in treating leukemia in children. 


The clinical tests will begin with very small 


doses every three weeks. If all goes well, the 
dosage will be increased slowly while doctors 
watch for harmful side effects as well as 
effectiveness against the cancer.

busing, cannot be allowed to be the precedent 
for the entire nation," she told the Senate 
Judiciary Committee at the last of two hearings 
this week focusing on the busing situation in 
Kentucky's largest city.- 


The committee also heard reaction to four 


proposed constitutional amendments to pro- 
hibit busing for the purpose of achieving racial 
balance. 


Sen. William Roth Jr., R-Del., said although 


approval and ratification would take several 
years, "the only ironclad route is a constitu- 
tional amendment route." 


The parents of a boy killed six weeks ago 


during racial violence at an Oklahoma City 
high school blamed "the climate of forced 


busing" and urged Congress to submit an 
antibusing constitutional amendment to the 
states. 


Louisville Mayor Harvey Sloane said he was 


opposed to the amendment, arguing that "a 
federal court faced with a strictly drawn anti- 
busing amendoent might well resort to even less 
palatable remedies for achieving school de- 
segregation." 


Mrs. Ridings told the committee that busing 


and other methods of desegregating schools 
such as redistricting or pairing should be 
available for communities. 


"We hope the Senate Judiciary Committee 


will not allow the fever of the times to dictate 
closing the door on one means of achieving this 
type of a learning environment," she testified. 


The league's opposition to an antibusing 


amendment is shared by its affiliates in more 
than 1,300 communities in all states, she said. 


Because busing in some communities is the 


only alternative to school segregation, "a con- 
stitutional prohibition on pupil transportation 
for racial balance would indeed be a denial of 
equal opportunity to education," said Mrs. 
Ridings.

New phone rates filed. 
Here's how you could be affected.

• Monthly charge for service goes up 340 


for residence, 570 for flat rate business, 
and $1.04 for message rate business.

New rates for telephone service, designed 
to produce $297.9 million in added 
revenues annually, have been filed, subject 
to Public Service Commission approval. 


The filing follows a Commission order of 


October 22, after 11 months of hearings 
and review, granting a telephone rate 
increase in that amount. 


The increase is to help us meet rising 


taxes, wages, cost of modernization and 
replacement of facilities, and other costs 
of providing telephone service. 


Following are some of the changes in more 


detail (rates quoted do not include taxes)' 


Basic service rates 
The monthly charge for service increases 
34c for residence customers, 57C for flat 
rate business customers, and S1 04 for 
message rate business customers. PBX

This Country was born fighting tyranny. Our fore- 
fathers fought against the tyranny of unfair taxes 
they would not pay. Today we are fighting against 
the tyranny of unfair electric rates we cannot pay. 


We hold this truth to be self-evident, that electricity is so basic 


to life, liberty and the pursuit of -happiness that it must be 
available and affordable for all people. 


That to make this so, town governments, with the consent and 


control of the governed, can establish municipal public power 
systems to supply electricity at rates at least 1/3 lower than those 
of private utilities. 


That this savings is possible because municipal utilities can 


purchase from the Power Authority of the State of New York 
cheap electricity which can be sold cheaply because public power 
systems do not have to pay such things as dividends to investors 
or corporate salaries. 


That the exact costs and needs of a municipal electric utility 


shall be determined by a feasibility study to be done by pro- 
fessional engineers and planners. 


That all of the financial needs of the public power system will 


be met by issuing municipal bonds which are tax-free and paid off 
through the rate structure. 


That public power can be brought to town residents over 


existing power lines and through existing electrical substations 
which by law the private utility must sel! to the municipal utility. 


That the municipal utility will be able to set it's own rates, 


maintain its own electric facilities with town crew and staff, and 
respond to customer concerns by means of an elected local 
electric power supervisory board.

certain of his actions had been under investigation by the 
district attorney's office," Selinger said. "Apparently he did 
not read the Aug. 12 and 13 issues of the Daily Freeman, both 
of which contained references to matters under investigation 
in connection with him and Jose Camallonga." 


Selinger quoted the Freeman article as saying that there was 


an allegation that fraud and collusion were involved in the 
acquisition of two pieces of equipment, formerly property of the 
count\ highway department, that were traded in on new 
equipment in late 1973, and that Baker said that considering 
the repairs that had to be made he did not feel that he made 
anything on the sale of the loader. 


"I cannot believe Baker would have made so easily disproved 


a charge against Miller unless he had been put up to it by 
certain politicians who were simply trying to use him in order 
to get at Miller," Selinger said. "It certainly backfired." 


Selinger asked why Supervisor A. Michael Schovel had never 


replied to Miller's charges against him concerning his part in 
the Bluestone Park subdivision planning board hearing, at 
which Baker and Camallonga appeared. 


"Three weeks have passed and Schovel has failed to answer 


Miller's challenge," Selinger said. "I now find it hard to believe 


that Schovel haa an explanation available that will stand 
public examination." 


"I think he owes Miller an apology," Selinger said. "If not, 


why won't he tell us why he thought it was good for the town 
and for Bluestone Park residents to let Camallonga and Baker 
put in sub-standard pipe. The record will show that Mr. 
Schovel was asked this question early in the campaign and that 
he has evaded the question whenever it is brought up. 


"He had a chance to answer at the League of Women Voters 


Candidates Night recently but protested against the question 
when it was proposed from the floor."

On Top Again 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Jim Palmer of the Baltimore Orioles 


and Tom Seover of the New York Mete, who struggled through 
injury-plagued seasons a year ago, have been named Comeback 
Players of the Year in their respective leagues by United Press 
International. 


The two right-handers, both former Cy Young Award win- 


ners, rebounded from the worst seasons of their professional 
careers to top their respective leagues in victories in 1975. Both 
were runaway winners in a balloting of 20 baseball correspon- 
dents from each league. 


Palmer, who bounced back from a 7-12 season last year to 


post a 23-11 record, received 11 Vi points to easily outdistance 
Cleveland's Boog Powell in the American League voting. Powell 
received four and a half points (one writer split his vote between 
Palmer and Powell) with Boston's Rick Wise receiving two 
votes and New York's Chris Chambliss and Kansas City's John 
Mayberry one each. 


Seaver, who went 22-9 this season after going just 11-11 last 


year, was named on 12 '/z ballots to beat out San Diego's Randy 
Jones in the National League voting. Jones received three and 
a half votes while New York's Dave Kingman, Philadelphia's 
Greg Luzinski, Cincinnati's Gary Nolan and Los Angeles' Burt 
Hooton each got one vote. 


The careers of Palmer and Seaver have moved along strangely 


parallel lines- Both are the same age (30), both raised m the 
same state (California), both were Cy Young Award winners 
in 1973 (Seaver also won in 1969), each has won 20 or more 
games in a season at least four times, each had his worst season 
in the same year and each is considered the premier right- 
handed pitcher in his respective league. 


Disabled for seven weeks by arm trouble in 1974, Palmer 


enjoyed the best season of his pro career in 1975. He tied Jim 
"Catfish" Hunter of the Yankees for most victories in the, 
majors and also led the majors in shutouts (10). In addition, 
he topped the AL in earned run average (2.09), was second in 
complete games (25) and innings pitched (323) and fourth in 
strikeouts (193). 


Seaver, bothered by sciatic problems in 1974, led the NL in 


victories and posted a 2.38 earned run average with five 
shutouts and 280 innings pitched. He also led the league in 
strikeouts with 243 while establishing a major league record for 
most consecutive seasons with 200 or more strikeouts (8). 


Powell, who batted just .265 with 12 homers last season, was 


the Indians' top run producer this year with a .297 batting 
average, 28 homers and 86 runs batted in. 


Jones, a 22-game loser last season, finished second to Seaver 


in victories with a 20-12 record and led the National League 
in era with 2.24.

Pittsburgh Fans Yell 


After Pirates Drop 'Voice' 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) - A "broken-hearted" Bob Prince, 


fired after more than two decades as chief play-by-play 
announcer for the Pittsburgh Pirates, today looked for a 
baseball announcing job in another major league city. 


Three other major league towns had broadcasting jobs open 


—Atlanta, Phi'adelphia and St. Louis—and Prince said he 
planned to look into them. 


The firing of Prince, popular "Voice of the Pirates" since 


1952, and of his chief sidekick, former Pirates pitcher Nellie 
King, was announced jointly Thursday by the baseball club, 
radio station KDKA, and the rights owners — Westinghouse 
Broadcasting Co. and the Pittsburgh Brewing Co. 


The announcement lit up telephone boards at the radio 


station and the Pirates' office in Three Rivers Stadium with 
calls from fans demanding to know if the news were true. 


Prince said the firing stunned him and left him "broken- 


hearted." He said, "I can't get over it. I'm not bitter, just 
disappointed." 


Edward Wallis, Westinghouse Broadcasting area vice presi- 


dent, said, "The decision was unanimous, and I don't feel that 
something more should be added." 


However, Pittsburgh Brewing, minority rights holder, said it 


had wanted to renew the Prince-King contracts but was 
overruled by the others. 


It was reported the new announcing team for the 1976 season 


would be Dick Stockton, former KDKA-TV sportscaster now 
with a Westinghouse station in Boston, and exPirates pitcher 
Steve Blass, but Wallis said, "That's mere speculation." 


It also was reported that Milo Hamilton, a long-time baseball 


announcer for the Atlanta Braves who himself was fired, had 
applied for Prince's job- 


Prince had more continuous service for the same baseball 


club than any other active announcer. He joined the Pirates 
in 1948 with the late Rosey RowSwell and became the No. 1 
announcer in 1952. 


King became a member of the Pirates broadcasting Jrarri in 


1967.

Congressmen Unconvinced 


By Rozelle's Claims 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Unsympathetic members of a 


congressional commHtee remained unconvinced today by Com- 
missioner Pete Rozelle's claim that the three-year-old anti- 
blackout law is harming pro football profits to the tune of $9 
million dollars in the last two seasons. 


They also seemed unmoved by Rozelle's suggestion at a 


House Commerce subcommittee hearing Thursday t»at a 
permanent ban on blacking out sports events sold out in 
advance might force the National Football League to impose 
a more restrictive television policy. 


"I think you're sitting in a tub of butter," said Subcommittee 


Chairman Torbert MacDonald, sponsor of the proposed legisla- 
tion to continue the three-year tryout of the anti-blackout law 
indefinitely. This was in response to Rozelle's statement that 
the NFL might have to change its television format if a 
blackout ban continued to whittle down season ticket sales and 
hurt game attendance. 
, 


The Massachussett's Democrat questioned Kozfilles testi- 


mony that the 1973 law has meant more than $8.4 million losses 
in decreased season ticket sales this season and last plus 
another $600,000 in reduced radio and concession revenues. 


The former Harvard football captain told newsmen after 


hearing Rozelle: "I'm not the slightest bit impressed with his 
figure. It's not accurate and doesn't jibe with the fact obtained 
by our investigative staff or the league's own reports to the 
Federal Communications Commission. The season ticket sale 
losses show no place else but in his statement and I have to 
stick with facts produced by our staff." 


Rep. William M. Brodhead, D-Mich., clashed even more 


sharply with Rozelle, accusing him of "crying poverty" to deny 
home game television to old people, the jobless and the poor 
for the benefit of "millionaire owners" and to preserve the 
"snob value" of those who can afford to buy season tickets. 


Rep. Harley Staggers, D-W Va., influential chairman of the 


full House Commerce Committee, said in a brief appearance 
he favored MacDonald's bill. Republican Louis Frey of Florida 
told Rozelle that his own statistics indicated that the "no 
show" difference between sold-out home games and those still 
blacked out amounted to only 458 fans a contest. 


Rozelle, under questioning by MacDonald, said the NFL had 


no thought of switching to a pay or cable TV system at this 
point but observed: "If we should continue to lose season ticket 
sales and the downward spiral goes on, we would have to 
consider a change of format. We ljke what we have but if we 
can't exist, we'd have to look into other possibilities."

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Upstate Teacher Levitates with Psychokinesis 


SPENCER, N.Y. (UPI)T A 


teacher from this small Tioga 
County village has been baffl- 
ing scientists, hypnotists, 
newsmen and magicians with 
an ability to make tables eerily 
rise off floors in a fashion many 
believe defies known physical 
laws. 


Philip Jordan has repeatedly 


been able to make ordinary 
household furniture levitate 
by merely placing his hands 
lightly on top while two or 
three other people do the 
same. 


Jordan, 25, a graduate of the 


State University at Brockport, 
has undergone testing at Kent 
State University's physics de- 
partment for a number of 
"abilities" commonly referred 
to as "psychic" in origin. 


Now traveling throughout 


the state, Jordan makes his 
living lecturing at colleges, ap- 
pearing on radio shows, and 
presenting public demonstra- 
tions of what is purported to be 
extrasensory perception. 


"I don't know what it is, but 


everyone who has seen his dis- 
plays seems 
to think 
he 


possesses 
psychokinesis (an 


ability to mentally move ob- 
jects)," said Michael H. 
Brown, a freelance writer from 
Niagara Falls who has ex- 
t e n s i v e l y s t u d i e d t h e 
phenomenon. "What he does 
is just not believable." 


Brown, who accompanied 


Jordan for testing at Kent 
State and arranged for hypno- 


tists and magicians to check 
him out, said he has seen 
Jordan perform the levitation 
about 20 times in many dif- 
ferent situations. 


"He has never failed to get a 


table up in the air, usually 
with three legs off the ground 
at wierd angles, and there has 
been absolutely no indication 
of fraud," Brown said. 


Usually it takes Jordan just 


a few minutes to get an or- 
dinary wooden card table up 
off the floor, creating what 
witnesses have described as a 
rather strong resistance that 
pushes up from beneath. 


"I was amazed the first time 


I saw it," said Gary Truce, a 
hypnotist who teaches at the 
State University at Bingham- 
ton. "It was incredible the way 
it moved, the way it felt." 


Often the tables rise up on 


Jordan's side, seemingly ruling 
out the possibility that the 
Spencer "psychic" is using 
muscular force. 


He has also levitated objects 


while his hands were wrapped 
in slippery plastic and placed 
on the surface's center. Not 
even slight muscular tension 
has been noted. 


One magician who sat in on 


a lengthly session with Jordan 
was Richard Dennis, an En- 
dicott sleight-of-hand artist 
who performs at nightclubs, 
colleges and circuses through- 
out the country. 


"For the first time, I'm 


searching now not only to find 
a trick, but more accurately to 
find out if, indeed, it was a 
trick," said the magician after 
seeing the display. 


For the demonstration in 


front of Dennis, Jordan used a 
table provided by the skeptical 
magician in an apartment Jor- 
dan had never visited before. 


During several of Jordan's 


demonstrations, Brown said a 
strange cool breeze has 


whisked across the hand's ot 
those sitting at the table, re 
suiting in a swift, wind-like 
sound on tape recorders 


The writer said it seems as il 


Jordan is emitting some kind 
of magnetic-hke force or un 
known energy influence 


Brown said Jordan ha« occa- 


sionally been able to mnke 
tables rise completely off the 
floor. He said those partici- 
pating sometimes base to 
jump off their chairs to keep 
their hands on top as the 
tables bang violently and spin 
around under Jordan's touih

Repair Bill of Rights 
For State's Motorists 


ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) - An 


auto repair shop "Bill of 
Rights" for motorists goes into 
effect 
Saturday, 
but 
only 


about half of the auto garages 
in the state have paid regis- 
tration fees under the plan, 
according to the Department 
of Motor Vehicles (DMV). 


DMV Commissioner James 


P. Melton pointed out Thurs- 
day that the new law provides 
for fines of up to $50 and 15 
days in jail for failure to reg- 
ister with the state. The regis- 
tration costs $110 and is good 
for two years. 


The program, approved by 


the 1974 legislature, was de- 
signed to be self-supporting, 
but would rely on registration 
fees from a majority of repair 
shops operating statewide to 
pay for the 93 field inspectors 
and 10 consumer central office 
complaint clerks who will en- 
force it. 


Only 18,646 repair shops had 


registered, which Melton said 
was "about half of the esti- 
mated number in the state." 


He said 54 of the authorized 


fie'd inspector positions had 
been filled. 


Repair shops found guilty of 


cheating the public can face 
fines ranging from $100 to $350 
— to be levied after hearings 
— and chronic abusers of the 
regulations of the Repair &hop 
Act can be suspended for up to 
six months or put out of busi- 
ness. 


The main points of the Bill 


of Rights are: 


• The right to request a writ- 


ten estimate of parts and labor 
for each specific repair. The 
motorist cannot be charged 


more than the estimate unless 
he approves the higher bill. 


• Charges for estimates can 


be no more than the usual 
labor charge required to pre- 
pare it or a $1 minimum. 


•The shop must post the 


hourly labor charge and in- 
dicate it on the written esti- 
mate. 


• If used replacement parts 


are installed their condition 
must be indicated in writing. 
The motorist is entitled to the 
return of replaced parts only if 
they are requested in writing 
before the work is done. 


• Services or repairs cannot 


be performed unless author- 
ized by the car owner on a 
written work orde/ with a copy 
going to the owner. Oral work 
orders must be noted on the 
invoice. 


• When the work is com- 


pleted, the motorist must re- 
ceive a detailed invoice. 


• Repair shops are not re- 


quired to guarantee their work, 
but if a guarantee is offered, it 
must list the terms and time 
limit on the invoice. 


• A shop subcontracting 


work to another shop is still 
responsible for that work. 


• Complaints must first be 


registered with the manager of 
the shop and, if the matter 
cannot be resolved, a formal 
complaint 
may 
be 
lodged 


witht he Division of Vehicle 
Safety of the Motor Vehicles 
Department. 


Complaints will be accepted 


for review up to 90 days or 
3,000 vehicle miles after the 
completion of the work, which- 
ever comes first.

In Error 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 


U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals 


has ruled that District Judge 
David N. Edelstein was in 
error on three occasions in his 
handling of the trial of the 
government's massive 
anti- 


trust suit against the Interna- 
tional Business Machines 
Corp. 


The appellate court 'Thurs- 


day said Edelstein erred when 
he" "needlessly" barred IBM 
from conducting out-of-court 
interviews with government 
witnesses. 


In granting IBM's motion for 


relief, the three-judge high 
court ruled that Edelstein was 
also in error when he instituted 
proceedings under which all 
papers involved in the trial 
were to be sent to his chambers 
rather than filed with the clerk 
of the court. 


And the court also ruled that 


Edelstein erred when he 
directed IBM to refrain from 
making oral motions in court 
during the trial. Edelstein had 
ordered that all motions he 
made in writing within specific 
time limits. 


The non-jury trial, which 


began last May and resumed 
in September after a 10-week 
recess, is expected to last more 
than a year. 


The Justice Department, in 


trying to break up IBM, con- 
tends that the giant firm has 
monopolized the general- 
purpose computer market in 
violation of the anti-trust laws.

The most significant impact of this proposed Constitu- 


tional Amendment would be the creation of a permanent 
Commission on Judicial Conduct, which would be em- 
powered to receive or investigate complaints about judicial 
misconduct or disability. 


Specifically, the amendment stipulates that any judge or 


justice in the state court system "may be censured, 
suspended or removed for cause, including, but not limited 
to, misconduct in office, persistent failure to perform his 
duties, habitual intemperance and conduct, on or off the 
bench, prejudicial to the administration of justice, or retired 
for mental or physical disability preventing the proper 
performance of his judicial duties after due notice and 
hearing 
. " by the Commission on Judicial Conduct 


The Commission on Judicial Conduct would be em- 


powered to investigate the fitness, qualification or conduct 
of any of the state's judges and could determine, on its own, 
whether a judge is to be censured, suspended or retired. If 
unwilling to make such a determination, the commission 
could refer the case to the reconstituted Court on the 
Judiciary, which would also be empowered to take ap- 
propriate disciplinary action If the commission were to take 
disciplinary action on its own, the judge could ask the Court 
on the Judiciary to hear the matter 


Opponents of the amendment say the whole system would 


be too complicated and cumbersome; that there would be 
too tew judges on the commission (the maximum number 
could be three) to provide an understanding of judicial 
pressures and realities, and that the commission ould be 
overwhelmed by superficial public complaints 


Supporters say that approval of the amendment would 


give the public someplace to go to complain about the 
conduct of the state's judges, and would provide a workable 
system for removing or disciplining judges who have violated 
the public trust.

New York State residents will 
voe on in November is a pro- 
posed $250 million bond issue 
to finance the construction ot 
housing for elderly residents 
with limited incomes. 


The money would be lent to 


private businesses — at an 
annual interest rate not to 
exceed 
one percent—which 


would, in turn, construct the 
additional housing. It is esti- 


' mated that approximately 


8 000 new units would be con- 
structed with the state loan 
monies, with low income rents 
set at approximate $45 per 
room per month. 


Supporters of the proposi- 


tion point out that there 
already exists desperate need 
for decent low income housing 
ro for the state's elderly resi- 


dents, and that private in- 
dustry, in recent years, has not 
been able to provide an ade- 
quate number of reasonbly 
priced units. Approval of the 
proposition, they claim, would 
not only stimulate new con- 
struction by private industry, 
but would also provide addi- 
tional jobs for the construction 
trades. 


With construction of new 


housing for senior citizens, the 
supporters add, exiscing low 
income housing would be freed 
for occupation by young or 
middle aged low income 
families. They also point out 
that the $250 million would 
not have a noticable impact on 
the state debt, and that the 
loans would be repaid in time 
anyway. 


But opponents point out 


that the state's debt is already 
too high, and that the recent 
problems encountered by the 
Urban Development Corpo- 
ration (UDC) indicate that the 
state is already hard-pressed 
to handle its existing debt. 
Further, they contend that 
even a slight increase in the 
state debt could lead to higher 
interest rates, which would af- 
fect not only the state, but 
local municipalities as well. 


As an alternative, opponents 


suggest that available funds

At pre- 
sent, only bingo and "lotto" ( 
a form of bingo) are permitted 
under state law. 


The games of chance that 


would be authorized with ap- 
proval of Amendment No. 7 
would feature prizes awarded 
on the basis of a winning 
number or numbers, color or 


colors, or symbol or symbols 
determined by chance (draw- 
ing, spinning wheel, etc.). 


New games of chance would, 


however, have to be approved 
by a public referendum in each 
locality, and any games of 
chance t«at are approved 
would "ave to be managed by 
members of the sponosring or- 
ganization, without pay. The 
maximum prize amount could 
be $1,000. 


Opponents say that the state 


should not encourage gam- 
bling, and that there is always 
the chance that professional 
gamblers or organized crime 
could 
infiltrate 
games 
of 


chance. 


Supporters say many non- 


profit organizations need the 
amendment to raise adequate 
funds to continue their com- 
munity services, and that ade- 
quate safeguards have been 
taken to exclude the criminal 
element. 


Opponents, however, charge 


that passage of the amend- 
ment could set a dangerous 
precedent; there could come a 
time in the future when other 
costs are eliminated from con- 
sideration of debt limits. They 
note that constitutionally im- 
posed debt limits provide a 
valuable protection to the tax- 
payers by guarding against 
wreckless and unwarranted ex-

Koenig in Second Three-Way Race 
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KINGSTON 


Mayor Francis R. Koenig, 


seeking his fourth straight 
term in office, faces a spirited 
challenge from not one but two 
opponents, Republican Wil- 
liam K. Darling and Con- 
servative Bernard Singer. 


It is Koenig's second three- 


way race: he ran 
against 


Singer and Republican James 
J. Tyrrell for his first term in 


1969, easily defeating both of 
them. 


Historically, no mayor has 


been elected to four con- 
secutive terms—two tried and 
failed—but one mayor, Morris 
Block, for whom Block Park is 
named, was elected to four 
terms Block served two terms 
at the turn of the century and 
came back for two more 20 


years later. He died in office. 


This campaign has been a 


lively affair, with no shortage 
of oratory. Even Mayor 
Koenig, known for his tight- 
lipped campaigning in the 
past, has responded to some of 
his opponents' barbs. 


In general terms, the mayor 


is running on his record and 
his opponents are running 
against it. 


Both Singer and Darling cite 


their business background— 
Singer has operated one o* the 
area's largest tire stores for the 
past 20 years while Darling 
runs one of the area's major 
automotive parts stores—in 
arguing that the city should be 
run in a more "business-like" 
manner

Charter a Simple Matter 


KINGSTON 


"Question No. 2" on the ballot is deceptively simple, asking 


the electorate only if Kingston should have a new city charter. 


Specifically, that question is "Shall the new city charter 


proposed by the City Charter Revision Commission be 
adopted? 


Behind that question lies months of continuous work by 


Mayor Francis R. Koenig's Charter Revison Commission— 
appointed in March, it completed its work in early September 
—and six weeks of public debate which only a charter revision 
seems able to generate. 


Opposition to the charter's treatment of the water depart- 


ment has gotten most of the headlines for the past six weeks, 
but charter advocates point out that there's a good deal more 
to the document than ths removal of autonomy from a 
heretofore independent department. 


"We tried to open up government," said Bernard Matthews, 


the charter commission member who ultimately became the 
commission's greatest defender "The issue to us was accoun- 
tability This is what the people indicated they wanted and 
that is what we tried to give them." 


"Accountability" as defined by the charter commission takes 


several forms from opening up meetings of city boards to the 
public to requiring the mayor to submit a budget 30 days prior 
to the end of the fiscal year rather than a week, to setting up 
a chain of command where authority and responsibility will be 
readily identifiable and responsible. 


The charter also advocates central purchasing along with 


central maintenance, the latter, which caused severe criticisms 
from water department advocates who felt the Board of Public 
Works was not capable of maintaining all the city's equipment. 
Spokesmen for the DPW agree. 


The charter creates uniformity among the city's various 


boards, setting them up as five-member boards with the mayor 
as president. The idea was to give the mayor overall control 
of the agencies directly responsible for the day-to-day operation 
of city government. 


The mayor's appointments to city boards would be subject 


to Common Council review but not his department head 
appointments. 


Opposition has come mainly from those who feel the water 


department is doing an outstanding job and should remain 
independent and that injecting "politics" (Common Council 
review of water rates and budgets) would decrease the efficien- 
cy of the department. 


The mayor has also raised questions on whether the charter 


can be implemented since, according to the mayor, a new 
administrative code would have to be adopted. This has been 
disputed by some charter advocates 


Finally, there are those, noting that the charter can only be 


changed by referendum, who are suggesting the whole thing be 
put off until next year for further study. Five members of the 
13-member commission have advocated exactly that. 


A simple majority on election day will decide the fate of the 


charter. 


six years prior to his election 
as mayor, cites that experience 
and the progress the city has 
experienced during his terms 
as mayor. Koenig points with 
particular pride to the con- 
struction that has taken place 
in Kingston during his tenure, 
both private and public. 


The. mayor has been 


criticized for increases in city 
budgets and personnel but he 
points to the improved services 
being rendered. Both police 
and fire departments were un- 
derstaffed when Koenig took 
office, says Koenig. They are 
now near full recommended 
strength. 


Koenig can also point to 


major updating of equipment 
for the city's three major de- 
partments: public works, po- 
lice and fire. He cites to the 
near completion of the city's 
two urban renewal projects 
with construction of s°me $15 
million therein. 


Community Development is 


only in its first year, but 
Koenig sees it as the wave of 
the future. He pledges a conti- 
nuing effort towards getting 
the city all the federal and 
state support it has coming- 


Darling, unlike Koenig and 


Singer, has never been in- 
volved in a political campaign, 
a fact he makes clear to the 
pubhc with his otten repeated 
expression "I'm no politician-" 


Darling's 
attack 
on the 


Koenig Administration 
has 


been broadbased, ranging 
from the landfill, to the conti- 
nuing disputes between the 
volunteer and paid firemen, to 
non-development of more than 
20 acres of urban renewaHand, 
to the decline of the Central 
Broadway business district, 
old city hall, recreation, the 
swimming pool. 


He has attacked what he 


sees as secrecy at city hall and 
a closed administration, sug- 
gesting he will make frequent 
use of citizen committees to 
work on specific problems. 


The most recurrent theme of 


Darling's campaign is "time 
for a change," reflecting the 
fact that Democrats have had 
control of city hall for 10 years. 


Singer treats the issues in 


fashion similiar to Darling. 
"Think people, not politics," 
is Singer's campaign slogan. 
Singer advocates an "open 
door policy" at city hall, agree- 
ing with Darling that a change 
is needed. 


Singer sees little difference 


between his two opponents, 
suggesting that only by voting 
"Conservative" can the popu- 
lace expect a real change at 
city hall. He charges there's a 
"machine" at city ha1!. 


All three candidates 
are 


natives of Kingston. Koenig, 
the youngest at 41, runs an 
insurance agency in private 
life. Darling will mark his 55th 
birthday on Sunday. Singer is 
the same age. 


The job pays $20,000 a year; 


it is a two-year term. 


Alderman-at- large 
'Team Effort'

"Question No- 1" on the ballot this year was designed to 


perhaPs end what has become years of controversy on the 
old city hall by getting public opinion on spending up to $1.5 
million for its restoration. 


Rather than end the controversy, the question itself has 


become a subject of intense controversy with historical 
groups in favor of spending the money on one hand but 
opposed to the issue being put to a public decision on the 
other. 


There's another aspect to the controversy which has raised 


questions in its own right: the vote is purely advisory. City 
government is not bound by it dictates. "It is a special 
question that amounts to a feeling out of the electorate," 
says Corporation Counsel Aaron E. Klein. "I think the city 
would be morally bound by its results, but it will not be 
legally bound. What is being asked is the help of the people 
to determine which route should be taken." 


The question itself reads thusly: "Shall the city of 


Kingston, New York expend the sum of approximately 
$1,000,000 together with the state ma',cnu->g grant in the 
amount of $500,000 to renovate the old city hall building 
including adequate parking, as a landmarks preservation 
site?" 


City officials who sponsored the question, including the 


mayor and the Common Council, argue that a decision to

spend up to $1.5 minion on the renovation of the old city 
hall should be left to the public. The city has spent less than 
52,500 on the building since it was abandoned more than 
three years ago. 


Historical interests argue the issue from a number of 


viewpoints. 


They suggest that it is the responsibility of elected officials 


to make the dicision, not the public at-large. They buttress 
that argument by recalling that the same officials who 
advocate a public decision refused to allow the public to vote 
on the construction on of a ne city hall in 1970, built at a 
cost of almost SI million. 


Any argument about the question inevitab'y leads back 


to the question itself, in this case, it's wording. Historical 
groups in perhaps something of a paradox, are opposed to 
restricting the use of the building to a "landmarks press- 
rvation site." They feel the building has broad possibilities 
but that labeling it a "landmark" could restrict potential 
use and, with it, it's chances of renovation. 


And finally, the idea of asking the public for a million 


dollars in the midst of the worst depression since the 1930's 
smacks of a "stacked deck" against the old building, argue 
some historica1 interests, which can result only in justifi- 
cation by its defeat of the city's position that the public 
didn't want to spend money to same tne building in the first 
place.

He appoints all 
council committees and serves 
as an ex-officio member of all 
committees. The Council pres- 
ident is also by charter, the 
deputy maymr, and serves in 
that capacity when the mayor 
is unable to fulfill his duties 
either due to illness or 
absence. 


The three-way contest 


between Gallo, Johnson and 
Kolts has for the most part 
been a six-way affair with the 
positions taken by the may- 
mral candidates being debated 
in tandem. 


Gallo has run as a member 


of the "Koenig-Gallo Team" 
for four elections and that is 
the issue his opponents have 
chosen to attack. 


Mrs. Johnson, for one, has 


raised the issue of separation 
of powers, suggesting that the 
legislative branch should be a 
balance rather than a partner 
to the executive. 


Mrs. Kolts seems not at all 


impressed with the office, sug- 
gesting that the alderman-at- 
large is overpaid for what he' 
does. In fact, she has said the 
entire Council is overpaid and 
should serve on a voluntary 
basis as does the Board of 
Education. 


Gallo has cited the openness 


of Common Council meetings 
to the general public, declar- 
ing that no one has ever been 
denied the right to speak. 


Mrs. Johnson has said they 


should be even more open, by 
holding more Council meet- 
ings and by having committee 
reports available to the public 
five days previous to a meet- 
ing. 


For the most part though, 


it's been a team effort with the 
candidates for aldermen-at- 
large joining with their run- 
ning mates for mayor for dis- 
cussion of the issues.
